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lenders may recall the stories carried in M/W over the past !3 months about 
mass sightings In Staffordshire. MP Bill Gash got involved and was annoyed 
a£ reports by the MoD that the lights were merely holiday air traffic into 
UirMtlngham. We t oiirsalves f reached slightly different conclusions. The local 
paper (the Staffordshire Newsletter) featured this story a good deal - and 
in fact first contacted NUN for a quote. Now comes a disturbing sequel. 

Barry Ueafield (who wee the fiian who first phoned me when the sight Inge 
occurred in Spring 19fi8> published a lengthy article on 15 December 
1989,entitled *Staffordshire UFOs not consistent wJ Lh aircraft says 

author" . This is in the guise of a review of Tim Good's book 'UFO Report 
1990' (see this issue).However,it contains some curious alLegations. 

To recap the situation. In NUN 131 (1908) ;i UF0*F-19 or VC-10?' reports 
briefly on the 16 May sightings in arui around Stafford. I had suggested an 
F-I9 (Stealth) on test from RAF AXcunbury because the 'two white headlamps* 
seen matched earlier sightings that we believe possibly were F-19 

flights. Aireraf t activity was strongly hinted in this case by the spread of 
witnesses and the steady riightpaLh^Tho VC-iO suggestion came from an 
aviation enthusiast who was also a witness and who tracked an exercise from 
RAF Brize Norton that passed over the area.It moved very slowly and 
Included an array of lights for mid-air refueiling. We noted how Clive 

Potter of LUFOIC and BUFORA was investigating but fait "some form of 

aircraft explanation is involved in these multi witness (sightings)*" 

Simple enough,you might think. In the next issue (132) l added how Bill 
Cash had made his public appeal for uri tne&ses T had found some (who seemed to 
be reporting new unconnected UFO sightings) and was taking the matter up 
with the MdD, Meanwhi le aviation experts had supported our suggestion 

that stealth testing might be going on under the convenient cover of 'if 
anyone sees it they'll report a UFO and nobody believes in them! 1 It was 
suggested that local UFOlogists should assist Bill Cash in his quest.Cliva 
Potter did exactly that, but despite a brief note from the HP pr otsislng to 
report back when he had an answer from the MoD all Potter's future letters 
to Westminster disappeared into the usual bureaucratic black hole. 

Next - in NUN 134 m the debate between Stealth and refuelling exercise 
raged and T pinned my colours now to the refuelling exercise. We alau 
reported that Bill Cash had got his answer about 'holiday air traffic* and 
mooted "I suppose we should also believe that (the MoD under’&ecrataryl has 
the tooth fairy as a grannie" - which more or less shows what l thought of 
the Birmingham Airport connection. KP Cash was praised for not giving up. 

Finally, in NUN 137 (19891 a more detailed account of the 'Night of IS 
May 1 indicated the help the MoD had offered ub ( providing Clive Potter with 
copies of other reports for that night. From this a plot could be made of 
the course of the objects and the aircraft refuelling exercise from RAF 

Brize Norton - flying VC-10 b and smaller jets in convoy - fitted far batter 
than anything else proposed* Clive rightly quastionned why the MoD were 

unable to reach this conclusion, given all their resources. Ergo case closed. 

For me this was sensible, first class UFOlogy, concluded by an excellent 
case file from Clive Potter now logged with BUFQJiA for anybod y who L^. 
Interested tQ. see.Copies of several of these NUNs went to the Staffordshire 

Newsletter to report our findings- So it is puzzling to now discover this 

recent 'book review" which comments In an attrocious manner on our work* 
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The paper note Lhat "no satisfactory explanation has been forthcomlng 
froie any quarLer, includlng the BrLtish UFO Research Association...* 1 (which 
one must Lake Lo mean that our conclusion of the refuelling exercise KNOWN 
to be on that night and KNOWN to bo o yer the area at the time in question 
is regarded as unsetisfactory; although no reason for this is offered!. 

IL then goes on to support Tim Good's charges of a cover-up - but not 
just from the MoLH No — "One only has to telephone the police after a rash 
of sightings or try to get any kind of real explanations out of the 
government or BUFGRA to know that (JFG information is routinely covered up 
as soon as it has happened* 1 ... Worse still, we find that.., “Whilst EfM 
government wanted everybody to believe a UFO which burnt a bush last 
September was really only aircraft lights over Birmingham and BUFOKA 
insisted the Hay sightings were the Americans test flying their new multi 
million dollar Stealth bomber, Mr Good is a bit more honest.In dealing with 
a variety of UFO Investigators over Lhe lasL couple of years I have been 
left wondering who is sane and who is not*,." 

But for the desire not Lo engage in the current mania for lawsuits 
that threatens to destroy whet little credibility UFOlogy has left, BUFQRA 
oiight by now have taken legal advice over this slur. To allege that we have 
covered up Information and been dishonest because we did not give the paper 
another sort of answer requires explanation and apology. I am sending the 
paper a copy of this editorial, so they will have that chance, Heafield knows 
perfectly well that the 1 stealth 1 Euggestion was given off the cuff when he 
first culled me to report the sightings and long before we had any chance 
Lo investigate them*Had he rend oar many reports (in NUN, UFO Srigantia, or 
elsewhere ) (wonderful cover-up! M> he would have known that our ultimate 
conclusion favoured the refuelling exercise on 16 May for extensive reasons 
that seem difficult to refute. As for the other sightings, he should have 
read our comments on the 1 burnt bush* case - us we accepted this was e 
1 UFO* after EXTENSIVE Investigation> involving sclents£s and sample analysis 
studies. Thl s* again, has been noted In depth (eg Ln Brigantiu) and my book 
1 Hind Monsters* published in March features a detailed report. 

Sadly, the newspaper are not blameless, because they have distorted some 
of the facts. The bush was NOT burnt ( merely crushed and dehydrated by some 
force.lt happened in August, not September as alleged. The MoD gave an 
aircraft verdict on the earlier sightings not that particular case. 

Indeed, it Is interesting to note that in a frank letter to Clive 
Potter (dated 20 September 19B93 Clive Neville of Air Staff 2 (the MoD 1 UFO 
department* > says; "In our correspondence with William Cash t MF, to which you 
refer, I think It would be fairer to say that we merely suggested that the 
sighting could have been caused by extra air traffic around 
Birmingham, rather than we concluded positively that this was the 

case. . , Indeed, from the description of the sighting (in your report) we 
would agree that it could also have been caused by a tanker exercise, but I 
regret that due to a lack of time and resources I have been unable to 
establish this definitely.! was also disappointed to read that our response 
Lo Hr Gash was treated as ‘yet another 1 example of MoD secrecy. ,. We do not 
attempt to cover up the phenomena, and I would suggest that our soinetlmes 
rudimentary replies are a product of the lack of significance the subject 
holds within (the) HOP compared to other more pressing matters. . . H 

It is a shame that the media, UFQIagl&ts and MPs cannot combine farces 
tLbore effectively than this, because the truth is usually the first casualty 
of any needless emotive battle. We are, after all, only trying to find out 
whut goes on here - and to start crying 1 cover-up 1 gets us nowhere.

The UFO BflgflCt 1990 <Ed) Tim Good SidgwLck * Jackson Softback 224pp £7, M 

Ji* a sense this Jt# a siiitiiar concept to jH/F0£rf£ ' t/F0 fcfcirltf 1 series 
begun three years ago. ,, but that compact non is only superficial, * UFO World* 
Is a cheap magazine that reviews the major csses t books and articles of the 
past 12 manths. Tim has put together a series of articles by UFOlogimore 
akin to * Phenatnenon ' in intent; although rather less varied In approach. 

The book swings from one extreme to the other. There are good and bad 
chapters. The chapter from the Birdsol Is and YUFOS is fun for playing * spot 
the innuendo* as to who Is being Impugned without names. Amidst the usual 
' we are the greatest * bravado that peppers &ohhi of this groups work one 
finds Yorkshire cases from the year ~ assorted LlTS and the like - a number 
of which have teen evaluated quite differently by other investigators. 
Paragraph J on page 2 is a wonderful morass of hypocrisy attacking the 
Faults of British UFOlogy ~ which, of course A YUFOS do nod share- 

The chapter by George Wingfield on crop circles also has problems, 
being filled with assorted mystical Ideas and attacking the meteorological 
hypothesis (although giving It more thought than Andrews and Delgado In 
their book}. Unforiunately, the chapter has /"actual Inaccuracies and mistaken 
assumptions wtiloh fundamentally effect any view of the circles phenomenon. 

Ralph Noyes contributes a piece on the Rendlesham Forest case which is 
actually not bad. There is ho space to respond In detail here to his various 
valid points t the mistakes which are also Included and the gratuitous swipes 
at * Sky Clash* and Brenda Butler and Dot Street which are meted 
out. However, will 1st it contributes lit tle new, is wide of the mark in my 
opinion on several counts and also has one or two inferential errors It 
duet* at leant stand as one of the worthwhile contributions In this book. 

Useful , ioo f are the catalogue of 1937-19&B cases from China (by Paul 
Dong) and the USSR <by Nikolai Lebedev) even if the si^htin^s are pretty 
tepid* Beyond that there is some fairly one-sided material on crash- 
retrievals, the Gulf Breeze photographs from Florida and the Mjndrebiila 
case from Australia - but these do again, at least, add to the debate. 

The book has been heavi ly criticlsed in places and I understand why. 
Judged by the lofty standards of 'Phenomenon* it Is much too lightweight* 
However, as a general introduction to ’ £77/' style UFOlogy it could curtalnly 
have been worse* Unfort unat ely, you need soma discriminat ion about UFOlogy to 
reaJjy heaiofit from its chapters and most readers will be fresh off the 
streets and UFOloglcai ly naive. This is a problem and hard to surmount, 

Per^p&ct 1 John Spencer* MacDonal d/F lit lira Hardback 1990 256pp £12*95 

This is the first book actually written by the co-editor of BUFORAs 
two recent mammoth e/icy! opedic J compilat ions', tfi t h that pedigree great 
things were expected and I have to say that [ fell somewhat disappointed by 
the resultant curio. Hot that it is a bad book. Far from It-It has a very 
particular line which, however much one may disagree, needs to be aired. The 
problems stem from the way in which this ultra-sceptical hypothesis is 
served up to the reader, often needlessly over~the-top and tough to digest* 
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Even describing the basic ethos of the hook is a problem as the 

strange conclusions in the last few pages almost seen to have come from 
another work and barely gall with the near anti-UFO nature of the bulk of 
the text. Make no mistake r this is a critical work. Bui not one wtiolly 

debunking of the phenomenon^ merely of the popular solutions (such as the 

E77JJ and the way in which UFOIogy has handled the subject ■*■ with a 

particularly vindictive attack on investigators who are in one place 
characterised as having treated witnesses like victims of a witch huntf 

1 wiJi not spoil the ending by explaining John's iheory (described in 
a sub-title as * radical* ). 11 bears striking $iml2artty with the suggestions 
that Peter Barrington and X made at the end of r UFOs: A British Viewpoint 1 
back in 1979. In any case, what matters more than what he ultimately proposes 
to explain the close encounter is the road he takes to get there. 

Although nothing very original is said (and at ttaes he seems unaware 
of where it has been said before) much criticism is quite valid. This Is 
especially true of the mania for abduction research and hypnotic 
regression , But it seems like a sledgehammer is being' used to swai a fly 
one thousand times until sure that It Is really dead. For instance* he chides 
British UFOIogy at least twice for what he calls "blindly f ollowdngl the 
Americans" ~ which Is about as unfair a coratmend as I can imagine. There is a 
near war In UFOIogy at the moment BECAUSE of the dramatic differences 
between British end American approaches and t regardless of who is right or 
Mbo is wrong (and I suspect we both might be up to a point) this is so 
undeniable one wonders where such a mislead!ng impressian comes from. 

J think H comes from the fact that John Spencer is not t and never 
really has been* a UFO Investigator. That can be useful - as it gives him an 
outsiders J per sped Ive* whilst being 1 an 'insider' as a member of the UFO 
community (eg he is a Jon# standing 1 fellow Bt/FORA council colleague) - 
bud, on the other hand f It makes him unfamiliar with the part of UFOIogy you 
can only learn by #oirr# out there for many years and interviewing hundreds 
of eye witnesses and grappling 1 with the implications of what they say« 

This tends to be the major flaw in wost critical books . They generalise 
from Just a couple of examples. 77ie author has bothered to personally 
investigate two or three cases , bui this is nowhere near enough. John Spencer 
is no Philip Klass f having far more tolerance of *real* \JFOs t but be displays 
the symptoms because be has simply not yet had the grounding in th& fl&ld. 

Unfortunately, UFOIogy is just not so simple as to be understood from a 
psychoanalysis of a few witnesses.lt is immensely complex, probably because 
it reflects a whole range of different phenomena that are erroneously 
Jumped together under the rag-bag tiiie of the mythical r UFO* that we have 
recently Invented. This is why the best parts of 'Perspectives* come when 
John starts asking questions rather than attempting to answer them. 

Bov Id there be any abductions without abduction researchers7 Bhat 
would happen If a witness thought to have a bidden abduction memory were 
taken to a past-11f& Investigator instead? Should we turn investigation 
over to the witness and stop imposing OUR methods? Fascinating posers. So j 
whilst the book fell somewhat Flat for me, and got me angry In places when I 
thought the commentary far ton severe and Jncorreci, the very fact that it 
provoked such reaction Is a big plus. Many recent titles add nothing to our 
subject - just rehashing cold leftovers. This is certainly not one of them.

Different alius seem to dominate ex NLUI-OIC member and founder hf a new 
group called SPOOKS <ie Stockport Paranormal, Occult and Other Tilings Klub)« 
One hopes their InvestJguLlane are better than their spel1 lug. Apparently on 
the lookout for yetis (not « lot of them In Stockport) they also want to 
bring laughter into UpQiagy. Accortling to the Manchester Even!n g News (22 
Nov) - "Peter Massey wants to hear more about close encounters with aliens 
after examining a torch allegedly iielted by an ex t rater rest iiai beings 
laser beam near Kendal" (the Infamous Mario Luts! case, of Course). + , Massey 
adds "I know we'll gaL some weirdos 1 * ~ but wants "to bring the fun buck". 

I thought the SjjQcL hud ail that cornered. Their hello 1SS0 greeting (3 
Jan) was . . . '"beings frotu a dying planet have sent a dire New Year warning 
utessuge to earth". This 1*J second garbled L j'aj|L.iui ss Lon wnn auppusedly 
detected by US tracking stations. Dr Helmut KrenZ commented "they said that 
the earth must learn by their mistakes" and a mercifully un-ruiutd 'British 
UFO expert' said; "This could do more to stop a nuclear war than GlasnosL". 

On 4 Feb the Sunday Sport named names. Their banner headline front 
page yurn complete with numerous out of focus photos, hilarious exclusives 
and drivel text saddled the lUN with glory attain. Last Lime l commented on 
this one member got irate and l learnt that it was the Sport £n disguise 
who had conned quotes from them. So I do not crttici&e, merely express 
sincere concern. David Barclay and the I UN are cited discussing tripe 
headlined "Alien baby snatch** (cover) and "Baby alien on Loose in Britain" 
(inside). We get colour portraits of ET (oddly similar to the Ilkey Moor 
* entity* but so awful us to make even Lhut dim fuzzy effort ti candidate Tor 
a roynl photographic prize). The text explains (and we even have photos of 
thief ) that a secret handover exclusively to the Sport come from a 
dlLLgrufk11 ud boffin (whoeu wliiiu coal looks about rss rr^ii hi h as the alien 
in the other photogruphs). Uavld is claimed to have said there have been no 
British alien photos and that "This little guy could be Lhu proof we have 
all been waiting for. Perhaps this is the first evidence they are here." 

1 greatly respect the I UN and urge then to gat to the bottom of this. 
If they have been misrepresented , as it soems, then for goodness sake STOP 
this paper once and for all and let's end this rampant abuse of UFOlagy- 

Finally, who noticed something about the Fylde UFO conference at the 
Strand in Blackpool last November7 My talk (amongst others) was about 
abductions.

He was convinced thnt most of her sightings relate to 
aircraft navigation light s;si nee planes going into Manchester are very 
common over the area. He cannot account for her brief observation of the

that Gladys has what he Galls a 'butterfly mind' and is VERY familiar with 
UFOs (even to the extent of receiving new books direct from the U$A>.

Other recent dreams include one of N ugly creatures coming in through 
niy window at night.* .they had long faces with expressionless eyes and were 
grey and naked and extremely thtn M , To keep them away she sprayed hair 
lacquer at them* Her father also (about 1987) awoke with a blinding light 
pouring in through Lhe bedroom. Then It vanished and when he got Lhe courage 
to go to the window all the street lamps were switched off, Mr C - who is a 
sceptic so far as the paranoriftsl is concerned - described it as akin to a 
scene from the movie 'Close encounters of Lhe third kind 1 * 

There is little doubt that Mrs C is very sincere and has undergone a 
whole catalogue of vivid altered states acid dreaui/real!ty mixes.

The case was passed to Kevin Owen, a south midlands Investigator, who 
found it Impossible to coordinate ft meeting with this man Cn a remote 
locale as Mr R was in poor health-JR tried later and succeeded in getting 
some further material, notably a tape where Mr R described his experiences 
Ln isninria detail.

Thera was also a brief 
delay between his questions mid the answers as If every response required 
careful thought Cor relay -JR?).Mr R believes Vie can reconstruct what was 
sold almost word For word from the answer to that rhetorical question.

Of course, it could all be an invention or delusion, but it baa an odd 
sort of believabi 11 ty In the way it hangs together. The only similar cose I 
can think of (without the wisecracking chatter!) was the 1 flying camera' 
on the bridge at Stockport (see NUN 124). Let us know of other cases even 
more like this very peculiar 1 alien contact' if you have come across them*

In fact the couple hud just been talking about UFOs, as Mrs S had

' feeling' that something was about Lo happen and, sure enough,after seeing 
the cloud effect she noticed an object on a S^N 
course* it flew AT the windscreen and she showed 
her husband, who drew to a holt. Getting out they 
both watched the craft fly over and move off to 
Lhe if* 11 was "like a pyramid upside down hut In 
stead of having a square buss It was round and 
there were small cones either side* M Whi1st dark 
It wets also shiny as 1 f metal1e. There was what 
might have been a cross in the base*As this odd 
thing drifted by it swung from side to side as if swaying Jerkily in the 
wind but was completely silent*They wondered about balloons and the like 
but were satisfied lt was nothing they could understand*Of course, the 
silent UFQ with the cross underneath teepee1ally in connect ion with air 
bases) has plagued us for Some years,leading to suspicions of a secret 
military airship. . . although they are hardly going lo fly anything secret 
over a tourist city like Lincoln In broad daylight in August - ore they? 
They tried to turn round and follow the UFO hut could not find it again* 
However, Mrs B Buys there w«s a marked unusual absence of birds In the sky* 

So far so good. But because of her familiarity with UFOs, Mrs B now 
started to introduce all sort a of new potisihly relevant features- Luckily, 
being objective and with questions asked of her, they have not become an 
absolute part of the mystique of this case. But you can see how tempting it 
is to Link them ail together and perhaps create more cunfusion than ever* 

Mrs B reports red marks the next day on her abdomen and navel. But it 

transpires she has had this for years, off and on, and think* it is a heat 

rash. Also she has hud numerous dreams since childhood that may be QOBEs, eg 
of flying in giant bathtubs into clouds and seeing the earth from 

space. About 10 years ago she had a vivid dream of floating Into tho air and 
meeting u wise man in white who told her she could not go with him yet but 
they would meet again qn« day, She felt very sad to have to leave. She has 
also had oiany premoniLiuns and provokes Jokes that sho Is a ' witch'* In 
addition two classic J crop circles 1 appeared in fields near their house and 
Mrs B wondered if these were linked. However, she adwil ts Lhuuu appeared about 
one month before the Lincoln encounter lie mid July) Just ut the point when 
Lite media was full of news about them and they may well have been hoaxed. 

After reporting the experience Mrs B saw other LITE - which she
